Newly submitted claims 21-29 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the combination 
of the firearm as claimed in claim 21 does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination firearm leveler as claimed in claims 1-20, which has separate utility. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits.
